Madam  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1971. 

The  Report  is  prepared  in  compliance  with  the  Public 
Health  Officers  Regulations  1959  and  Circular  l/72  of  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security, 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Borough  Engineer,  Mr,  F,  Broxton, 
and  to  the  Chief  Fablic  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  J.H.  Turner, 
for  sections  of  the  Report  contributed  by  them. 

The  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General 
is  8,780,  an  annual  decrease  of  140  as  compared  with  an 
increase  of  110  in  the  previous  year. 

In  general  the  health  statistics  are  favourable  to  the 
Borough.  The  Birth  Rate  showed  another  slight  increase  to 
21,6  per  1,000  population,  and  it  is  higher  than  the  national 
and  county  averages.  The  Death  Rate  10,7  per  1,000  population 
compares  with  10.3  for  the  county,  and  11,6  for  the  country 
as  a  whole.  Two  infants  died  under  one  jQa.v  of  age;  the 
infantile  mortality  averaging  11  such  deaths  per  1,000  live 
births,  as  compared  with  the  national  average  of  18,0, 

Except  for  sixty  four  cases  of  measles,  which  occurred 
in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  the  incidence  of  notifiable 
infectious  disease  was  extremely  light  due  to  the  success 
of  compaigns  for  immunisation  and  vaccination.  The  level 
of  protection  needs  to  be  maintained  particularly  in  respect 
of  the  recently  introduced  vaccination  against  Measles, 

There  were  nine  cases  of  food  poisoning  which  occurred  during 
the  Festival  at  an  outside  event. 

I  am  glad  to  have  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Mayor, 
the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee, 
and  members  of  the  Council  for  their  valuable  support  and 
my  colleagues  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the 
year.

Social  Conditions  and  Chief  Industries 


Tewkesbury  attracts  a  considerable  number  of  visitors  because 
of  its  character,  its  historical  associations,  and  architectural 
features;  especially  the  Abbey,  and  the  Rivers  Severn  and  Avon, 

The  Borough  Council  have  augmented  the  amenities  of  the  Town 
by  providing  a  sports  ground,  and  pitch  and  putt  course.  New 
swimming  baths  have  been  provided,  can  prising  a  main  pool,  a 
learners  pool  and  sauna  bath. 

Traditional  occupations  are  found  in  the  flourishing  catering 
trade,  and  in  the  flour  milling  and  boat  building  industries.  Many 
people  now  find  employment  in  light  engineering  factories.  The 
development  of  the  Council’s  Industrial  Estate  at  Newtown  increases 
opportunities  for  employment  and  productivity. 

The  benefit  to  the  Town  from  completion  of  the  M.9.  extension 
has  been  twofold.  The  Town  Centre  has  been  relieved  of  much  heavy 
traffic  and  communications  generally  improved,  as  the  access  point 
to  the  motorway  is  within  1  mile  of  the  Town  Centre, 

Ihiployment 

Mr.  N,A.  Reeves,  Manager  of  the  local  Brployment  Exchange, 
has  kindly  supplied  the  following  report 

At  the  beginning  of  January  1 971 ,  the  number  of  people  registered 
as  unemployed  was  151*  The  total  fluctuated  slightly  month  by  month 
to  the  lov7est  point  of  140  in  June,  but  then  there  was  a  continuing 
upward  trend  to  the  peak  December  figure  of  197.  That  figure 
represented  a  percentage  rate  of  3.3^  of  the  insured  population  of 
the  local  area,  slightlj/-  better  than  both  the  South  Uestern  Regional 
percentage  (4.0fc>)  and  the  National  figure  of  3.7^. 

Despite  the  fall  in  the  number  of  notified  vacancies  compared 
with  the  previous  year,  opportunities  of  employment  were  found  for 
360  men  and  women  during  the  year,  which  was  in  fact  a  slight  increase. 
The  bulk  of  the  notified  vacancies  vrere  for  the  more  skilled  workers, 
and  therefore  openings  for  semi-skilled  and  unskilled  workers  were 
more  difficult  to  find.  Emplo3nnent  prospects  for  young  people  had 
not  improved  compared  with  the  previous  year,  nevertheless  59  young 
persons  were  placed  in  work,  a  slight  increase,  and  no  scho jl-leaver 
was  not  without  employment  to  go  to  as  a  first  job.  In  addition  to 
the  above,  17  adults  and  5  young  persons  were  found  work  outside 
the  are.^'i  of  Tewkesbury,

The  stsite  of  immunisation  against  diphtheria  continues 
to  be  most  satisfactory.  Nearly  qyqtj  child  is  icmiunised 
against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus.  To  obtain 
maximum  protection;  three  injections  are  given  at  four  months, 
six  months,  and  one  year  of  age,  and  a  booster  injection  before 
the  child  begins  schooling.  Parents,  doctors  and  nurses 
and  the  Child  Health  Clinic  arc  to  bo  congratulated  on  the 
very  high  rate  of  immunisation  achieved.

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  is  successful  and  no 
case  of  this  disease  occurred,  but  the  need  to  maintain  a  high 
level  of  vaccination  is  all  important. 

Tuberculosis 

There  was  one  death  from  Tuberculosis,  and  the  register 
contains  the  names  of  nine  persons.  One  new  case  was  notified 
during  the  year. 

Tuberculosis  might  be  eradicated  if  full  use  were  made 
of  the  preventive  measures  such  as  tfess  Radiography,  B.G.G. 
Vaccination,  and  thorough  investigation  of  contacts  and  source 
of  infection.  The  Borough  Council  plays  its  part  in  giving 
priority  to  rehousing  tuberculous  persons.

GB^IERAL  PROVISIOIT  OF  HEALTH  SERVICrilS  IN  THE  BOROUCtH 


laboratory  Services 

The  examination  of  pathological  specimens,  and  the  bacteriological 
examination  of  milk,  ice-cream  and  water  is  carried  out  at  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Gloucester  Royal  Hospital.  There  is  no  charge  for 
this  work. 

Chemical  analj^ses  of  water  and  sewage  samples  taken  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspector  are  carried  out  by  the  City  Analyst,  Worcester.  This 
laboratory  is  readily  accessible. 

Water  analyses  for  the  Forth  West  Gloucestershire  Water  Board  works 
are  carried  out  by  the  Chemist  to  the  Board. 

Hospitals 

Infectious  disease  cases  are  admitted  to  Gloucester  City  Isolation 
Hospital  at  Over  (Gloucester,  Stroud  and  Forest  Hospital  Management 
Committee) . 


Ambulance  Facilities 

The  County  Council  have  an  Ambulance  Station  in  Oldbury  Road  with 
an  establishment  of  four  full-time  drivers. 

Fursing  in  the  ..Icme 

Four  District  Nurses  appointed  by  the  County  Health  Committee  give 
a  midwifery  and  general  nursing  service  in  the  Borough  and  in  tho  neighbourd 
parishes  of  Ashchurch,  Tredington  and  TiTyning. 

Home  Help  Service 

The  Hom.e  Help  Service  is  organised  by  the  Area  Health  Sub-Committee 
of  the  County  Council;  and  is  provided  where  the  need  for  domestic  help 
is  supported  by  the  family  doctor. 

National  Assistance  Acts 
1948  and  1951 

Under  these  Acts,  the  Council  have  authorised  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  arrange,  if  need  be,  for  the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  or 
to  residential  hostel,  of  any  person  who  is  aged,  sick  and  incapacitated, 
is  living  in  insanitary  conditions,  is  unable  to  care  for  himself  and  is 
not  receiving  proper  care  and  attention  from  other  people. 

No  application  was  made  to  the  Court  during  the  year,  the  Home  Help 
Service  being  able  to  render  sufficient  assistance  where  necessary  to 
enable  elderly  people,  especially  those  living  alone,  to  carry  on  in  their 
ora  homes. 


Mothers*  Club 

A  Mothers'  Club  open  to  all  mothers  whose  children  are  not  over  school 
age  meets  each  month  at  the  Clinic,  Church  Street.  The  Club  is  popular 
and  successful. 


Tewkesbury  Old  People's  Welfare  Committee 

This  Coimnittee  has  now  settled  in  new  premises,  tho  Elizabeth  Wyatt 
House,  Barton  Road.  The  Golden  Hour  Club  meet  every  Wednesday  from  2.90- 
5p.m. ,  with  a  membership  of  about  1 50,  The  alternate  Wednesday  afternoon 
is  run  as  a  social  afternoon.  Coffee  is  served  on  Wednesday  and  Friday 
mornings  from  10  a.m.  to  12  noon,  tea  in  tho  afternoon,  also  certain  foods 
are  available  during  these  afternno  sessions.  tJlieelchairs  are  available  at 
25p.  per  week  for  non-members  and  5p.  per  week  from  nombers.  A  sales  table 
at  the  Club  mooting,  raffles,  and  an  annual  sa.lo  of  work  a,re  valuable  source 
of  revenue.  Entertainment  is  provided  on  alternate  Wednesdays',  arranged 
by  the  President, 

Chiropody  is  now  carried  out  at  the  home  of  tho  Chiropodist  in  Church 
Street,  through  tho  Gloucestershire  County  Council  Scheme. 
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Chiropody  Service 

The  chiropody  service  is  operated  under  the  Gloucestershire 
County  Council  National  Health  Schene  at  a  cost  of  15p.  per  treatnent. 
Sessions  are  held  at  22,  Church  Street,  Tewkesbury. 

Transport  for  physically  handicapped  persons  in  the  Borough 
to  attend  for  treatment  is  provided  by  the  Jbnbulance  Service  or  by 
the  Tewkesbiu?y  Old  People’s  Holfare  CoDimitteo. 

The  Chiropodist  devotes  four  full  day  sofsions  per  oalendar 
month  to  work  in  Tevrkesbury  and  domiciliary  visits  are  aranged  as 
necessary. 


Health  VisitiriiS: 

Four  health  visitors  are  employed  by  the  County  Council  for 
Tewkesbury  and  the  neighbouring  parishes.  They  operate  from  the 
Clinic  in  Church  Street.  Their  main  functions  are  to  co-operate 
with  the  doctors  practising  in  the  area  -  for  the  prevention  of 
disease  and  to  provide  health  education  by  example  in  the  home 
and  at  the  Clinic,  for  families  under  their  care. 


Family  Social  Horker 

Tlio  Socia.l  Services  Department  employ  a  family  social 
worker  in  the  Borough  and  adjacent  districts,  giving  advice, 
encouragoinent  and  where  necessary,  practical  demonstrations  in  the 
home. 


A  "Prevention  of  Homelessness"  Schene  has  been  agreed  between 
the  County  Council  and  the  Borough  Council.  The  Council  may  refer 
families  for  inclusion  in  this  schene  when  the  rent  arrears  amount 
to  £10  or  four  weeks  rent.  In  cases  so  referred  the  County  Council 
agrees  to  guarantee  of  the  arrears  and  supervision  of  the  family 
is  undertalcen  by  the  County  Council  Social  1/elf  are  Officer.

Radioactive  Contamination 


The  level  of  artificial  radioactivity  has  remained  extremely 
low  in  the  water  supply  and  is  virtually  undetectable.  Similar 
monitoring  of  rainwater  contamination  has  given  generally  quite 
low  levels,  although  small  increases  following  French  and  Chinese 
explosions  were  found.

The  work  of  laying  the  new  link  sev/er  in  Gander  Lane,  including 
a  syphon  under  the  River  Swilgate,  was  completed  and  this  was  brought 
into  use  in  February. 

At  the  Town  Pumping  Station  all  three  sewage  primps  were  overhauled 
and  put  back  into  use  and  new  float  gear  fitted. 

The  new  water  main  from  A. 38  to  the  works  down  Lower  Lode  Lane 
was  passed  by  the  ¥ater  Board  and  is  now  in  use.  Work  on  Phase  II 
proceeded  all  through  the  year  and  good  progress  was  made. 

On  the  advice  of  the  Consultant  Engineers,  and  in  view  of  the 
enlargement  of  the  x^orks  vjith  a  much  more  specialised  type  of  plant, 
it  V7as  decided  that  a  qualified  Water  Pollution  Control  Works  Manager 
be  appointed.  This  was  done  and  he  will  take  up  his  duties  on  1st 
Januarx?-,  1972. 

New  pumping  mains  were  also  planned  and  approved;  one  to  improve 
the  capacity  from  the  Newtown  Pumping  Station  and  the  other  to  take  the 
output  from  a  tlq-w  pumping  station  to  be  constructed  in  the  Cheltenham 
Rural  District  in  Northway  Lane.  This  station  will  receive  effluent 
from  development  which  will  take  place  to  the  east  of  Green  Lane, 
including  Northway.  It  is  hoped  to  go  out  to  tender  in  Januarjr,  1972. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

No  alterations  were  made  to  the  refuse  collection  service  and  it 
continued  to  operate  very  regularly  and  xvell.  The  new  vehicle  delivered 
in  April  1970  has  given  comparatively  little  trouble.  The  old  Shelvoke 
and  Drexirry  refuse  vehicle  was  rapidly  giving  cause  for  concern  as  it 
is  nine  years  old  and  it  would  not  comply  with  the  new  regulations. 

Coupled  to  this  was  the  fact  that  it  had  only  a  25  cu.yd.  capacity, 
and  this  meant  frequent  trips  to  the  tip.  It  was  agreed  that  a  nevi 
vehicle  bo  ordered  to  replace  this.  The  now  one  to  bo  identical  to 
that  delivered  earlier  in  the  year.  This  is  a  50  cu.yd.  Compressload 
on  a  Bedford  chassis. 

Tipping  continued  at  Elmstone  Hardwicke  at  the  site  controlled  by 
the  Cheltenham  Borough  Council.  This  is  in  a.n  old  gravel  pit  formed 
when  material  was  excavated  for  the  construction  of  the  M.5  motorway. 

The  tip  is  used  by  four  local  authorities. 

Although  there  is  a  scheme  wherebj^  ratepayers  can  make  arrange¬ 
ments  to  have  bulky  items  removed  by  the  Council's  vehicles,  it  was 
felt  that  other  moans  should  be  provided  whereby  smaller  items  could 
be  disposed  of.  It  was  agreed  that  for  a  trial  period  one  builders 
rubbish  skip  should  be  placed  on  each  of  twelve  different  sites  through¬ 
out  the  borough  for  one  day.  This  arrangement  to  be  given  good 
publicity.  This  scheme  is  to  be  started  in  January  1972  and  future 
arrangements  will  depend  on  whether  it  is  considered  that  it  provides 
a  useful  service  or  not. 

Public  Conveniences 

It  was  agreed  that  a  new  toilet  block  be  constructed  in  Gander 
Lane.  An  agreement  was  reached  vrith  the  Abbey  Laxra  Trustees  to  lease 
the  necessar^r  land  and  their  Architect  was  engaged  to  design  the  building. 
The  facilities  provided  in  the  ladies  section  are  three  w.c,  compart¬ 
ments  and  two  lavatory  basins,  and  in  the  gents  three  urinal  basins, 
one  lavatory  ba,sin  and  two  w.c.'s.  All  the  services  arc  located  in 
a  central  corridor  so  as  to  make  them  as  vandal  proof  as  possible.  A 
tender  was  accepted  and  work  commenced.  It  is  anticipated  that  the 
work  will  be  completed  early  in  1972. 

Owing  to  the  re-development  of  the  site  between  High  Street  and 
Oldburjr  Road  and  the  new  road  (Sun  Street)  xfhich  has  replaced  Station 
Street,  it  was  necessary  to  take  doxm  the  old  toilets  in  Station  Street,

The  developers  agreed  to  erect  a  temporary  toilet  block 
to  provide  exactly  the  same  facilities  on  another  part  of  the 
site.  This  iras  done.  A  new  permanent  toilet  block  was  designed, 
approved  and  work  commenced.  This  when  finished  will  be  far 
superior  to  the  old  toilets  and  will  have  a  similar  arrangement 
for  the  services  to  those  in  Gander  Lane.  tJhen  completed  the  new 
toilets  will  contain  for  ladies,  nine  w.c’s,  and  three  washbasins, 
while  for  mai  there  vj’ill  bo  five  w.c's,,  twelve  urinals  and  three 
washbasins.  Those  should  be  ready  in  1972  when  the  temporary  block 
will  be  taken  down  to  provide  car  parking  for  the  development. 

Street  Cleansing 

As  in  the  previous  years  all  the  road  sweeping  was  done 
by  the  mechanical  sweeper  and  one  manual  sweeper  to  clear  the 
alloys  and  other  places  where  the  vehicle  cannot  get.  More  litter 
bins  were  provided  in  various  parts  of  the  town  and  hardly  any 
complaints  were  received  as  to  the  general  tidiness  of  the  Borough,

I  hcive  pleasure  in  presenting  the  environmental 
health  section  of  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of 
the  Borough  for  1971. 

In  addition  to  the  normal  routine  Y/ork,  the  Department 
was  involved  in  some  aspects  of  the  planning  of  the  many 
events  held  in  Festival  year.  Advice  was  required  regarding 
temporary  sanitary  facilities  and  catering  facilities.  To 
cope  vjith  the  additional  visitors  to  the  Tovm,  many  residents 
with  spare  roons  were  asked  to  provide  accommodation  and 
those  premises  Yj-ere  checked  whore  necossarj’^  to  ensure  that 
visitors  would  have  reasonable  accommodation. 

The  steadY;^  tal:e  up  of  Improvement  Grants  especially 
for  the  more  extensive  improvement  and  renovation  required 
by  the  older  listed  dY^ollings,  was  maintained.  Fifteen 
t..wn  centre  properties  Y^hich  would  otherwise  have  deteriorated 
to  a  state  when  demolition  Yfould  have  been  necessaiTy,  were 
modernised  and  repaired  and  given  a  further  useful  lease  of 
life. 


The  restoration  of  the  medieval  cottages  in  Church 
Street  provides  an  outstanding  example  of  the  conservation 
of  buildings  Yfhich  Y^ere  at  one  time  considered  to  bo  hopelessly 
deteriorated.  The  Council’s  improvement  grant  aid,  limited 
by  the  Department  of  the  Environment  to  a  modest  amount,  plus 
a  grant  for  environmental  improvements,  assisted  in  making  the 
scheme  viable.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  this  scheme  was 
featured  in  the  first  booklet  of  the  Department  of  the 
Environment  "NoYr  Lj-fe  for  Old  Buildings"  Ydiich  deals  Yjith 
conservation  and  was  also  visited  by  Her  Majesty  the  Queen 
during  her  visit  to  Tewkesbury  in  April. 

The  representation  of  the  Lilloys  Alloy  area  for  clearance 
and  compulsory  purchase  means  that  the  last  large  area  of  semi 
derelict  property  has  been  dealt  with.  Future  action  for  clearance 
of  unfit  dYijellings  Yvill  be  principally  in  respect  of  individual 
houses, 

0 roe  again,  in  conclusion,  may  I  express  m.y  appreciation 
to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing 
Committee  for  the  consideration  given  to  my  reports  during  the 
year,  I  should  also  like  to  thank  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
and  the  Chief  and  other  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  help 
and  co-operation  so  generously  given,

Food  Hygiene  and  Control 

All  food  establishments  in  the  Borough  are  equipped  with  the  basic 
facilities  necessary  to  comply  with  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  the 
standard  of  food  hygiene  generalljr  is  good.  It  has  been  necessary  at 
several  retail  food  premises  to  insist  on  more  strict  attention  to  stock 
control  and  rotation.  Housewives  are  becoming  aware  of  the  coding  of 
various  food  stuffs  and  several  complaints  wore  received  concerning  the 
sale  of  out  of  code  food,  although  in  each  case  the  food  was  in  good 
condition.  However,  when  other  complaints  regarding  mouldy  food  were 
investigated,  it  was  found  thet  the  food  was  on  sale  beyond  the 
manufacturer’s  recommended  date  of  withdrawal. 

Slaughterhouses  and  Meat  Inspection 

The  one  private  slaughterhouse  in  the  Borough  which  closed  dox^n 
last  year  has  not  re-opened.

Food  traders  vho  have  doubts  about  the  soundness  of  food  usually 
contact  the  Departnont  for  advice.

The  Council’s  principal  powers  controlling  local  milk 
supplies  relate  to  the  conveyance  and  distribution  of  milk 
including  the  enforcement  of  preventive  measures  against 
the  spread  of  milkborne  disease. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  is  the 
statutory  authority  controlling  milk  production  at  dairy  farms 
and  the  County  Council  is  the  authority  for  the  ies’x^of 
licences  for  pasteurising  and  sterilising  plants  and  to  dealers 
in  specially  designated  milk. 

The  County  Public  Health  Inspectorate  frequently  take 
samples  of  milk  in  the  Borough  which  is  submitted  for  testing 
to  chock  efficiency  of  pasteurisation  or  sterilisation  procedures, 
and  ite  condition  as  regards  bacterial  activity,  and  for  the 
presence  of  tubercle  bacillus  and  brucella  abortus.

117  Treatments  were  given  for  the  clearance  of  wasps  nests 
during  the  year,  A  standard  charge  of  38p.  is  made  for  this  service.

Thero  are  three  principal  sites  in  the  Borough; - 

1.  Adjoining  the  Municipal  Car  Park  on  the  Gloucester  Road, 
a  site  previously  operated  by  the  Council  has  been  leased 
to  a  Company,  The  children’s  swimming  pool  has  been 
converted  into  a  toilet  block  vjith  showers  and  laundry  units. 
The  site  is  licensed  for  40  holiday  caravans, 

2.  At  the  Odessa  Inn,  Gloucester  Road,  is  a  privately  owned 
caravan  site,  licensed  for  eight  residential  caravans. 

Plush  water  closets,  mains  water  and  fire  prevention  equip¬ 
ment  are  provided  on  the  site. 

3.  Negotiations  with  the  Caravan  Club  were  brought  to  a 
successful  conclusion  and  a  new  caravan  and  camping  site 
has  been  provided  to  cater  for  approximately  70  touring 
caravan  sites,  and  some  camping  sites.  The  site  was  opened 
in  1971  for  Club  Members  only  and  from  1972  will  be  available 
for  general  use.
